Ah Shucks . . . 


See what you can do 
with conn shucks! 
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Corn husks are showing up in more and more 
craft designs. Begin here with a colorful 
flower arrangement. Petals are made with 
folded strips (dyed red), centers are natural 
color cornhusks (one long strip rolled and cut 
feathered). Calyx are narrow strips (dyed 
green) gathered to back of flowers. Wire all 
pieces and wrap with tape. Stick in long strips 
(green) for leaves. 
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Don’t forget this basket when you're 
planning to take a friend a special gift. 
Cornhusk flowers are folded in half, 
using pompoms for centers this time. 
Cut long strips (green) for leaves. Pur- 
chase an inexpensive straw basket, trim 
it with perky fabric. 


This one’s specially for owl lovers. Our 
designer has used 2 styrofoam balls and 
several cornhusks to create him. Cut one 
end off each of the balls. For head, 
gather husks together and tie with string 
at the top. Fold over and layer the husks 
around the ball. Secure with pins. Com- 
plete the body in the same manner. Cut 
wing shapes from husks. Attach with 
pins. Cut triangular shapes for ears, 
pinch down at center. Glue in place. 


Bring a fresh garden atmosphere inside 
with vegetables of cornhusks. Gather 
orange dyed husks together at top with 
string, add green dyed strips at the same 
time, twist and tie together. Fill carrot 
with cotton and taper to the end. Repeat 
process for onion. Glue both to a board 
as shown. 


Butterflies are fragile creatures heralding 
the joys of spring. Capture your own 
with our cornhusk reproduction. Cut 
butterfly pattern with the grain of husks 
from the body to the tip of the wing. 
Glue cord around the shapes. Coil a 
chenille stem around a pencil for body, 
glue in place. Display your butterfly in 
any wooden box. 
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Achieve a true-to-life look in wall decor. 
Mushrooms are easily a winning item, 
especially when using natural cornhusks 
to make them. Cut two styrofoam balls 
in half and cut backs off each. Make 
stems from scraps. Drape husks over 
styrofoam shapes and secure with pins. 
Cover stems with pieces of husk running 
lengthwise. Glue mushrooms to a dark 
stained board. Glue moss, flowers, small 
animals. 


This bright-eyed elf is a perfect St. 
Patrick’s Day gift for a special Irish 
friend. Form his body with wire, head is 
a styrofoam ball. Roll cornhusks around 
chenille stem for arms, wrap them 
around wire body form. Cut 2 strips 1” 
wide, 3” long for body thickness. Drape 
one over each shoulder, secure. Cut 
jacket, collar, triangular shaped shoes 
from husks (green), small triangle for 
hands. Cut triangular shapes for hat, turn 
“tails” down. 


An old-fashioned cornhusk doll will delight 
the small ones in your life. Make it in an after- 
noon for a birthday or special friend. Roll 
strips of husk around chenille stem, wrap 
them around wire body as explained in elf 
project. For skirt, gather husks at waist with 
skirt over the head and tie with string, then 
pull over. Use burlap or cornsilks for hair, 
acrylic paint for face. 


For variation, add fabric clothes to the corn- 
husk doll described above. Made in exactly 
the same manner then dressed in your choice 
of fabric. Sew apron skirt, puff sleeves; secure 
with straight pins. Tie cut-to-fit scarf around 
her head. 
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1. We used a clothing dye to dye the red, green, 
and orange husks used in the flowers, carrots 
and various other projects. After dying we 
allowed the husks to dry on paper towels. Then 
before arranging the husks into various designs 
they were soaked as you would do shucks that 
are not dyed. Soak the husks 20-30 minutes. 
This varies because of husk’s thickness and vary- 
ing water contents. 


2. Next choose either a plastic foam ball for the 
head and an egg shape plastic foam form for the 
body or two balls for both depending upon how 
tall you wish to make your owl. Cut a portion 
off of one end of each of your 2 shapes. This 
will be on the bottom of the head and top of the 
body. If the owl is to sit flat, cut off the body 
bottom, too. Wrap strips of blotted dry corn 
husks from the top of the body plastic foam 
shape to the bottom securing with silicone or a 
tacky white glue and pins at the top and bot- 
tom. Continue to cover around the shape work- 
ing from top to bottom and overlapping the 
strips to hide the plastic foam shape. If you wish 
to hide the ends of the strips you may poke a 
hole at either end of the plastic foam shape with 
a pencil and tuck the ends into the hole. Cover 
the head in the same manner but do not poke a 
hole in the top of the head. 


3. Cut two triangular shapes for each “‘ear’’ and 
pinch them down the center. Make a “tent” 
shape ear with the 2 and glue them in place. Cut 
wing shapes and cover them with individual 
overlapping layers of single feathers. Glue the 
wings in place over the body form. Add indivi- 
dual feathers to the body and head with silicone 
glue. Feather out jute type cord for the back of 
the eyes and glue in place. Glue plastic eyes over 
this. Our little owl is perched on top of a branch 
covered with bits of moss. 


Have you ever thought of using metal solder to create original 
and unusual designs? Make many fascinating things for your 
family and friends. To make the sculpture shown, melt a 
small amount of solid core solder and pour into a shallow 
bowl of water. Melt several “droppings” together and display 
on a block of wood covered with velveteen. Set inside a 
photo cube. 


Gust Pennies 
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The beauty of a rose is artistically depicted 
here in sparkling metal solder. This rose 
was formed with four solder droppings 
melted together. Add color with rose and 
green rub-on metallic paint. Plaque was 
first painted with acrylic rose paint, 
accented on edges with metallic paint. 
Paint verse with black acrylic. 


Set a smiling miniature frog atop a solder 
“lily pad”. The water and pad were made 
of two solder droppings melted together. 
Glue frog on lily pad with heavy tacky 
glue. Heavy wire is soldered in place for 
reed stems. Long, narrow beads glued on 
top for reed tips. 
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Let your creativity show right down to your finger- 
tips! Wear a ring you made yourself with a drop of 
solder. Start by removing a mounting from another 
ring and replace with your solder design. Finish by 
gluing beads of your choice in place. 


Move on in your quest for original jewelry ideas! 
Purchase pierced earring mountings (loops) at a 
craft store. Solder dropping onto small ring find- 
ings and dangle from pierced ear loops. 
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This peaceful seaside scene is fashioned by 
gluing three graduated sizes of wood posts 
together, each individually wrapped with 
cotton cord to simulate rope. Water is 
made of one large solder dropping. Gull is 
formed with three droppings soldered 
together. Glue gull on top of wood posts. 


Give a friend his very own bird’s nest on 
the ground! Bird nest is one large drop of 
solder. Glue in moss, miniature bird and 
beads for eggs. 
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A new twist in necklace 
design. Use solder to turn your 
imaginative ideas into beauti- 
ful jewelry. To make the neck- 
lace shown, use a solder drop- 
ping for each appendage. 
Solder pieces together at the 
top to a jewelry ring finding. 
For variation, add a colorful 
bead. When finished slip onto 
a purchased choker ring. 
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The number one rule for this type of project 
is to be cautious! Heated solder may jump 
when cooled rapidly so step back when you 
pour. You will need a solid core solder to do 
yours and fate’s designs. If you want a large 
design, cut more solder than for a small proj- 
ect. Six one inch pieces should be enough for 
a small design. 


1. Heat the solder strips in a stainless steel 
spoon or a long handle stainless steel ladle to 
the melting point. 


2. Pour the melted solder into a shallow bow! 
of water (about 1%’’ to 2” deep) for a dis- 
persed design. If you want to obtain droplets, 
as we used in the jewelry, add more water. To 
be safe step back as you pour in the solder. If 
you don’t get a design you can make into 
something, remelt the solder and pour again. 
As mentioned in several of our bodies of copy 
explaining the design of various projects pic- 
tured, we soldered some of the pieces to- 
gether to obtain a design of our choice. 


3. The casting we’ve poured reminded us of 
water, so we soldered in a lily pad and wire 
stems for reeds and topped the pad with a 
miniature frog and the reeds with colored 
beads for the reed tops. 


Use your imagination! You and fate can be 
the creators of many lovely works of art. 


Anchors|Awa 


This fluffy macrame’ owl will add 
character to your den or living 
room. It’s the perfect accent to 
bring out the natural look in home 
decor, Macrame’ has quickly be- 
come one of the most important 
decorating projects around. Learn 
how to construct the owl on p. 30. 
Read on for more macrame’ ideas. 
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Add an elegant touch with a macrame’ 
lamp shade. You'll need 1-7’’ hoop, 
2-15" hoops, wrapped with macrame’ 
cord. 270 yards welt cord. Cut 48 cords 
4 yds. long, also cut 24 cords 3 yds. 
long. Attach 48 cords to 7” ring (use 
lark’s head). Macrame’ down to second 
hoop. Each cord is double half hitched 
over second hoop. Macrame’ down to 
third hoop. Double half hitch each cord 
to third hoop. Fringe all cords. 


To make orange necklace shown at right 
you need 26 yds. of waxed linen cord. 
Cut 26 cords 1 yd. long. One neck hoop. 
To begin: 1. Attach cords with a lark’s 
head to neck hoop. 2. Rows 1-2-3 alter- 
nate rows of square knots leaving at least 
Ya" between each row. 3. Below each 
square knot in row 3, macrame’ a com- 
plete sinnet of twist (one revolution). 4. 
Drop down another %” before starting 2 
more rows of alternating square knots 
again leaving %” between rows. 5. 
Attach shell or bead to center knot of 
last row. 6. Scatter smaller beads on a 
few of the remaining cords. Tie overhand 
knots below each bead to hold in place. 
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Brown necklace requires wax linen cord, 
neck hoop, many beads, 52 ft. of cord. 
Step by step instructions: 1. Cut 8 cords 
18” long. 2. Attach cords with lark’s 
head. 3. Divide cords 4 left, 4 right. 4. 
Cut 12 cords 40 inches. 5. Attach 12 
cords with lark’s head between two 
groups of 4 cords. Side section: 1. Use 6 
(short) cords as holder and 1 and 8 as 
workers. 2. Macrame’ a sinnet of 8 sq. 
knots with a bead at last knot. 3. Add 3 
more square knots under bead. 4. Place 
another bead under sinnet of 3 square 
knots. 5. Macrame’ 2 more square knots. 
6. Divide cords and macrame’ 2 square 
knots. 7. One knot in the middle. 8. 
Beads. Repeat on other side of center 
section. Center section: 1. With long 
cords macrame’ 3 rows alternating 
square knots. 2. Drop down %”’. Divide 
cords in half and macrame’ 2 closed dia- 
monds (side-by-side). 3. With center 6 
cords macrame’ a sinnet of 9 sq. knots. 
Loop up and through top of sinnet. 
Square knot under loop. 4. Drop down 
Y%"’ and repeat step 2. 5. Repeat step 3. 
6. Divide cords in 4 groups, 6 cords in 
each group. 7. Macrame’ each group into 
a sinnet of 5 square knots with a bead at 
the end of each. 8. Outside sinnets 1 and 
4 have 2 square knots under bead. 9. In- 
side two sinnets 2 and 3 have 5 square 
knots under each bead. 10. With center 4 
cords attach another bead, with a square 
knot under it. Add smaller beads on ends 
of all cords. Overhand knot under each. 


Weave a macrame’ chair that’s beautiful 
indoors and out. Materials include 110 
yds. of % inch cotton cord. Back section 
instructions: 1. Cut 20 cords 1 yd. long. 
2. Attach cords with larks head. 3. 
Macrame’ rows of alternating square 
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knots until you reach the back of the 
chair. 4. Single half hitch each cord to 
the back of chair. 5. Macrame’ 3 rows of 
alternating square knots. 6. Leave long 
fringe. 
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For a most unusual headboard use a 40 inch rod, 280 
yards outdoor jute. Cut 56 cords 5 yards long. First 
attach all cords with a lark’s head. 2. Top half of hang- 
ing is alternating square knots with upper half of an 
open diamond in the center. 3. Middle section is a series 
of square knot sinnets and twist sinnets, measuring 5” 
long. 4. Bottom half of hanging—rows of alternating 
square knots, with lower half of open diamond in the 


center. Be sure to put beads in open diamond before 
finishing lower half of diamond. 5. Fringe ends. 


Add a special baby pot hanger to 
your nursery. You need a 7” pot, 
7’ metal ring, 3’’ metal ring, several 
children’s wooden blocks (hole 
drilled in each). Lots of beads. 63 
yards cords %"’ cotton cord. Cut 2 
cords 1% yards. Cut 6 cords 10 yds. 
Directions: 1. Take 6 cords (10 
yds.) through 3” ring, until equally 
divided. 2. Do a 2%” wrap with one 
1% yd. cord. 3. Drop down about 
5” and attach each cord to 7” ring 
with double half hitch. 4. Divide 
cords into 4 groups of 3 cords. Use 
1 cord as holding cord, 2 as 
workers. 5. Each sinnet is a series of 
square knots—drop 3 inches— 
another knot—drop 3 inches. Put a 
block on the center cord every 
other open space with square knots 
at the top and bottom of block. 
Continue for a total sinnet of 36’. 
Repeat all sinnets in the same way. 
To cradle pot drop down 4”, take 2 
cords from left sinnet, 1 from right 
and tie a square knot. Repeat on 
the other side of pot. 2. Drop down 
2 inches and repeat above. 3. 
Gather all cords together under pot 
and secure with a wrap. 4. Fringe. 
5. Take extra cord, cut into 10” 
cords. Attach with larks head to 7’” 
ring and fringe. 


Square Knot: Tie your left cord over your anchor (2 center 
stationery cords) cords and under the right cord. Then take the 
right cord over the anchor cords and through the loop formerly 
the right cord. Pull up tight. Then take the right cord over the 
anchors and under the left cord. Take the left cord under the 
anchors and through the loop made by the right cord and pull 
tight. 


Larks Head or Anchor Knot: Loop your cord in half and lay the 
loop over the object you plan to anchor your cord to and toward 
the back and back to the front. Drop the ends of the cords down 
through the loop. 


Hootie (p. 30) 


Supplies needed: 
1-2 foot branch 
1-1% foot twig 
2 wooden curtain rings (2%"") 
2 1” round beads 
128 yards large jute 


Cut 18 cords 6 yards long. 
Cut 4 cords 3 yards long. 
Cut 24 cords 12” long. 


EYES— 
1, Attach 12 cords to each wooden ring with a larks head and 
set aside, 


HANGER— 

1, Gather 4, 3 yard cords together; leave 8 on the end and 
make a square knot—drop 4 inches and make another 
square knot, Repeat drop and knot for 3 square knots. 

2, Now reverse cords—use 2 and 3 as workers, 1 and 4 as 
fillers (anchors). 

3, Repeat step number 1. 

4. Slip branch through first open space on both ends. 

HEAD- 

1, Attach 18 cords with lark head to branch. Number cords 
from left to right 1 through 36. 

2. Row 1-9 square knots. 

Row 2—Drop 2-8 square knots, drop 2. 

Row 3—Drop 4—7 square knots, drop 4. 

Continue dropping 2 additional cords in each new row 
until you have one knot. 

NOSE- 

1, Make a sinnet of 7 square knots in the middle (cords 17 
thru 20). 

2. Loop sinnet up and attach with two square knots (15 thru 
18 and 19 thru 22). 

3. One square knot with 17 thru 20. 

Attach eyes on cords 10 and 27. 

1. Lay one eye on cord 10, Take cord 10 thru the ring and back 
toward the owl body to the right. Add the bead, Push the 
bead up cord 10 to the center of the ring. Loop 10 from the 
back to the front and thru the ring at the bottom. Again go 
to the right as you loop 10 thru the ring. 

BoDY— 

1. Starting with center, square knot 17 thru 20. 

2. Next row has 2 square knots, picking up 2 new cords on 
the left and two new cords on the right. 

3. Next row add two new cords on either side from a row of 
3 square knots. Repeat—continue adding two new cords 
‘on the left and two new cords on the right until all cords 
are macramed in. You will form a triangle whose points 
meet at the nose—top triangle is the head, bottom one is 
the top part of the body. 

LOWER BODY— 

Alternating rows of square knots for 10 rows. Nine square 

knots on first row. Drop 2 cords off left and right side and do 

8 square knots. Add the 2 back in and knot 9. Continue for 

the 10 rows. 

FEET— 

Divide cords in half! 

1. Drop 4 cords on left and macrame’ 3 square knots. 

2. Drop 4 cords on right and macrame’ 3 square knots. 

3. Drop 6 cords on left macrame' one square knot. Repeat on 
right. 

4, Drop 8 square knots macrame’ one square knot. Repeat on 
right. 

Add twig to bottom of last square knot with square knot 

under twig a

Ever wish you could find just the right 
wrapping paper? We've put linoleum to 
work to help you make that wish come 
true. Be your own designer and surprise a 
friend with your ingenuity whenever you 
wrap a gift. 


1. Decide on your pattern. Trace the pattern off 
on tracing paper. Slip a piece of graphite paper 
between the tracing and the linoleum block. 
Trace the pattern again to place it on the block. 


2. Keep in mind as you cut that you will be 
cutting in reverse. The areas left standing will be 
the areas that will pick up the ink and will print. 
With the little boy pattern we did not want the 
background to print, therefore, it was cut out 
with the cutting tool. Lines were cut leaving the 
checks up to print. Cut out around an area you 
wish to be outlined such as his hair or shoes. 


3. Squeeze some of the ink medium out on a 
glass or smooth surface. Using a brayer, roll the 
medium until it has a tacky, stand-up texture. 
We have used an acrylic base medium to do our 
printing. It is easily washed off the glass. 


4. Once the inking medium is tacky, roll it on 
the linoleum cut until it covers evenly. Lay the 
paper you wish to print your design on on top 
of the linoleum brick and burnish the paper to 
the block with a spoon back. If you wish to do 
an off set design like the bird on p. 31 or the 
deer on p. 33, turn the print and paper over and 
mark around the four corners of the block 
lightly with a pencil. Remove the print from the 
block. Wash the block and apply the second 
color as you did the first. Place the four corners 
of the block just over from the four first corners 
for an offset effect or up and over for a shadow 
effect as shown in the two prints we mentioned 
above. Rub with the spoon again. Print a dark 
color over a light for a back light effect or a light 
over a dark for a strong forelight effect.

Use it to cover a barren den wall, 
perfect for boy’s room. Use a lathe for miniature 


pieces, jig saw on wagon bed and wheels. Top of 
wagon is heavy white paper. Glue in place on an 
acrylic painted board.

3. To make a sharp cut you will need a sharp 
point chisel or the pointed end of a flat chisel. 
With the machine running hold the chisel 
securely across the brace and place the point on 
the mark you have made. Continue to hold the 
chisel in place until you have made a deep 
enough sharp cut. 


4. To make a gradual beveled cut you will work 
with the pointed edge of the flat chisel, working 
from the outside in to the mark you have made. 
You will work beveling in from either side until 
you have a gradual slope into the mark from 
either side.

Use any frame 
painted to your liking, glue shells around the edges in an 
arrangement such as the one shown. Be sure to use a 
picture the shells will complement. A beautiful expres- 
sion of your artistic talents, especially nice for spring 
decor. For an extra touch, coat shells with a clear var- 
nish. 


Make good use of your spare time! Create unusual 
jewelry for yourself and friends with inexpensive, easy 
to find shells. Here we have used a cut-away shell you 
can buy or cut yourself. String shell on a necklace of 
liquid silver, add small white buttons for an eye-pleasing 
design. Dream up endless ideas for necklaces, bracelets 
and earrings. 
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You can quickly transform a few shells into 
a fascinating mobile for your home or 
patio. Just the thing to set the natural 


mood so popular today. Simply drill holes 
in the tops of shells, string them with a 
piece of wood with clear fishing line. An 
easy to make gift. 


Crushed shells can make an impressive 
showing. This piece is made by gluing 
crushed shells together for base. Art 
metal sculpture is nestled in among 
the shells. Decorate a book shelf or 
table top with this striking shell-art 
arrangement. 


Give your plants a lift in this decorative 
and practical shell hanger. An expressive 
hanger for indoors or out. You can string 
shells in sizes of your choice, go creative 
and invent an original design. Use clear 
fishing line to string the shells. 


Sea shells go on display anywhere you 
wish in a dainty brass and glass box. 
Shell ‘flowers’ were made by drilling a 
hole in the nose end of the shell, then 
glued to wire stems and covered with 
floral tape. Three little shells were glued 
together to form leaves then glued in 
wire and taped as already described. 
Scatter shells around the bottom of the 
glass to hide wire and add fullness. 


Set your sights on a clever craft 
idea that looks like an expensive 
gift item. Put our sailing ship 
together for Dad or keep it for 
yourself. Glue two large shells 
together for base. Use pieces of 
wood and cord for the mast. 
Glue large half shells to wooden 
pieces as shown. Add three small 
round ones at the top to com- 
plete the project. 
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Any project done with shells can be very 
versatile since there is such an array of shells 
available to you. Nature has provided us with 
a large assortment. 


1. For safety’s sake, hold the shell against a 
piece of wood as you make the hole through 
the shell. This will help you avoid costly 
accidents. Drill a hole in each shell to be used, 


2. Fishing cord is a durable, weather proof 
medium to use for stringing your mobile. It 
holds up good to heavier shells, too. If you 
want to make a shell stationery when you 
string it, tie a knot around the hole as you 
make the second loop through it. If you want 
to be able to make a shell on up the string 
moveable just make a double loop through 
the hole. This will enable you to slide the 
shell to the desirable position. After each line 
is strung, the job of balancing the mobile will 
come next. 


3. To balance the shell strings, place the stick 
or bar over your index finger and slide the 
strings of shell you have looped over the ends 
until the stick balances properly. You may 
need a helper for this portion. Once you have 
found a centering point, tie the strings 
securely. You may wish to make notches in 
the wood to keep the lines from slipping out 
of place. Add a hanger string and wait for 
those unexpected breezes to tilt and twirl 
your creation. 


A few bits of wood and a piece of 
bark can become an interesting con- 
versation piece. Show off our unusual 
family tree in a favorite spot in your 
home. Short pieces of wood were 
smoothed and shaped as shown at left. 
Glue on purchased wiggle eyes, then 
glue each piece in the family to the 
larger piece of bark. 


Feel the warmth of a handcrafted 
candle. An easy enough craft idea that 
gives the appearance of costing a lot 
more! Find an interesting piece of 
wood and place it in a box. Build up 
sand around areas to form candle 
shapes. Before pouring candle wax, 
suspend a string for wick over the 
candle areas. Gives a welcoming glow 
you'll enjoy again and again. 
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Bring a touch of the woodland 
into your home. A sculptured 
look that you can easily 
assemble for a desk or table. 
First, drill a hole in the 
bottom branch then glue a 
branch resembling a tree (as 
shown) into the hole. Deco- 
rate the bottom branch with 
dried flowers, etc. If you wish, 
hang a tiny woven string bas- 
ket from the top branch. You 
might add small animals glued 
to lower branch. 


Display your patriotic spirit where everyone 
can see. Our tiny bicentennial figures peep 
out from a hollowed out cut of wood. Have 
someone cut a piece to your liking, hollow 
out the middle. Use a fabric background glued 
to wood on the outside. Find miniature bicen- 
tennial figures at 5 and 10 cent store. 


Natural planters make the best way to 
bring out a plant’s beauty. These cross 
section cut-aways were glued indivi- 
dually to a wooden crate. A nice acces- 
sory for the fireplace or floor. Make lots 
of them, they make wonderful presents. 


This squirrel loves nestling in the 
dried flowers! The natural look is 
definitely ‘‘in” in home accessories. 
Make your own nature scene with 
moss, broomweed flowers, beads 
for nuts and a miniature squirrel all 
glued into a knothole in a piece of 
wood. 
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Decoupaged prints look great on a 
rustic wood piece just as these shown 
here. Prints were glued to wood pieces 
and left to dry, then covered with 
layers of decoupage’ finish. 


A hoot owl family lives here in this 
piece of bark. A lot of small rocks 
were painted with acrylic paint to 
resemble owls. Glue them into 
scattered areas in the bark for an 
unusual display.
